It wags Warner who noted his 
high jumping performance that 
day ly 1807 as that of a future 
great’. It was Warner who 
put Thorpe in the football squad 
to help develop him as a track 
star, It was Warner who 
coached, who  axivised, who 
imposed tough discipline when 
necessary. And tt was Warner 
who remained his friend, long 
af{ler the American Amatour 
Athletle Union had branded him 
aQ professional, to fight with 
thousands of others for the re- 
instatement that never came. 


When, on March 8, 1953, 
Thorpe dicd of a heart attack 
In his caravan home in a Los 
Angeles suburb, the stigma of 
the AAAU’s ruling 40 years 
previously died with him, 


What did it matter what was 
thought of bim in the land of 
officlaldom? The sporting public 
mourned the passing of o great 
athIcte. And although =the 
Olympic record books will 
never show tris fantastic suc- 
cesses of 1912, Jim Thorpe will 
be remembered for them.

Jim Thorpe was “In disgrace’, 
a bitter and disillusioned man. 
He had been called before the 
AAAU for an explanation 
following reports that he had) 
plnayod professional baseball in 
the Carolina League prior to the 
Olympic Games. 


Thorpe, true ‘to character, 
made no denial but did offer 
on explanation, “In the samo 
teams 1 played with were 
several. college men... wtro 
were regarded as amateurs at 
home,” he wrote, “I was simply 
on Indian schoolboy not wise to 
the ways of the world.” 

OMcisldom showed no mercy, 
ho compassion, no understand-

Poople here, who announced thet 
they intend to expand their 
employment of the technique of 
“passive resistance,” 


In the convention's most 
dramatic speech, Dr Martina 
Luther King, the Montgomery 
(Alabama) Negro Baptist mini- 
stor who was recently convicted 
of leading the Negro boycott of 
Montgomery public transport, 
sald: 


Fil Gaols 


“It might mean going to gaol, 
If such ts the case. we must 
honourably Nl up the guol 
houses of the South, 


“It might even lead to phy- 
sicat death. But if such physical 
doath is the price that we must 

y to free our children from a 
ife of permanent psychological 
death, then nothing could be 
more honourable, 


“This is really the meaning 
of the method of pussive — ce- 
aletance, It confronts physical 
force with an even stronger 
sores.” 


The @00 delegutes to the con- 
vention, representing the 300,000 
members of the organisation, 
Rroeted Dr King’s statement 
with thunderous applause, 


Dr King wos originally fined 
1,000 dollars = (£356 sterling) 
for leading the boycott but when 
ho gave notice of appeal the 
sentence was altered to 386 
dsys imprisonment, which is 
suspended pending the hearing 
of the appeol, 


The Convention was held two 
years ufter the United States 
Supreme Court had ordered the 
end of segregation in schools 
throughout the United States, 
Enforcememt of that decision 
bas been left to local communi- 
Wes, 


School Desegregation 


The negroes have attempted 
to ald school desegregation by 
negotiation with the white 
members of the communities. 


‘Mr Thurgood Marshall, special 

counsel for the Association, 
who pleaded and won the de- 
segregatiow case before the 
Supreme Court, repomed that 
this method of implementing 
the Court's order ‘had been 
successful In the States of 
Missouri, West Virginia, Ten- 
nessce, Oklahoma, Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Texas, Maryland, De- 
laware, and the federal Distriot 
of Columbia. 


But, he added, all efforts to 
consolidate the schouls by 
negotiotion had failed in the 
States of Mississippi, Alabama, 
Loulsiana, Georgla, Florida, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, 
and Virginia, 


“Our legal staff will go into 
action in those States," Mr 
Marshall sald. “Dest cases will 
be fled in each State,” 


He predicted that the cases 
would result in victories for the 
Negrocs and that white officials 
who refused to follow the 
orders of the courts would be 
found to be in contempt.
